Wine Negroes Known To Have Been 
Killed and Many Wounded Are 
in the Woods—No Further 
Trouble Is Antici- 
pated. 


Balltown, La., October 29.—The race 
war between the blacks and whites which 
started at a negro camp meeting at Dun- 
can chapel Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock, 
has left a carnival of blood up the Pearl 
river valley unequaled in the _ history 
of that country. 

One white man is dead, another is 
dying with a bullet hole through. his 
stomach and a third white man is badly 
wourded. 

Nine negroes were killed in the bloody 
affray—five men, three women and one 
small child. A dozen, or perhaps more, 
negroes escaped to the woods and swamps 
with wounds that are believed to be cer- 
tain death in the brush away from care. 

Dead and Wounded. 

Many are perforated with lead. 

The dead whites are: 


Joseph Seal, son of Willis Seal, 
aged 32 years, residence at Varando, 
La. 

The wounded whites are: 

Charles Thomas Elliott, aged 26, 
fatally wounded, now dying. 

Edward Thompson, aged 45, shot 
through thigh and fleshy portion of 
leg, residence Varando. 

The dead negroes are: 

Rev. Alexander Conerly, aged 50, 
pastor Duncan chapel. 

Mary Davis, aged 30 years, his 
daughter. 

Crear Lott, aged 46. 

Julia Peters, his daughter, aged 
24. 

Mellon Peters, her child, aged 4 
years. 

Amy Tony, aged 75 years, mother 
in law of Crear Lott. 

Lewis Duncan, aged 18 years, son 
of Helen Dunn, living in Poplarville. 

Thomas Parker, aged 24. 

Kid Beverly, aged 18 years, a tur-

NOTHING ABOUT BRAIN 
TO INDICATE INSANITY 


In Fact, It Was Above Normal—Sev- 
enteen Hundred Volts Were Re- 
quired To Kill Czolgosz. 
Witnesses of Execution 
Much Affected.

Auburn, N. Y., October 29.—The body 
of Leon Czdélgosz, who was electrocuted 
this morning for the murder of President 
McKinley, will be destroyed. 

After the body was examined by the 
Surgeons it was placed in a black stained 


being replaged under the supervision of 
Dr. Gerin and Warden Mead. Shortly 
afterwards it was taken to the prison 
cemetery and an extraordinary precau- 
tion taken to completely destroy it. A 
few days ago under the warden’s order 
an experiment was made to determine the 
power of quick lime in the destruction of 
flesh and bone, which was not satisfac- 
tory. Warden Mead at once conferred 


with some of the physicians present and 
determined, in conjunction with Superin- 
tendent Collins, that the purpose of the 
law was the destruction of the body, and 
that it was not necessary to use quick 
lime for that end. 

Accordingly a carboy of acid was ob- 
tained and poured upon the body in the 
coffin until it had been lowered into the 
grave. Straw was used in the four cor- 
ners of the grave as the earth was put 
in to give vent to such gases as might 
form. 

It is the belief of the physicians that 
the body will be entirely disintegrated 
within twelve hours. During that time 
and as long as deemed necessary a guard 
‘will be Kept over the unmarked grave. 

Brain of Murderer Normal. 

Naturally almost the entire attention of 
the physicians assigned to hold the au- 
topsy was, directed toward discovering 
if possible whether the assassin was-.in 
any way mentally irresponsible. The au- 
tepsy was conducted by Dr. Carlos F. 
MacDonald, E. A. Spitzka and Prison Phy- 
sician Gerin. The top of the head was 
sawed off through the thickest part of 
the skull, which was found to be or nor- 
mal thickness, and it was the unanimous 
agreement of the physicians that the 
brain was normal or slightly above nor- 
mal. This demonstrated to the satisfac- 
tion of the physicians that in no way 


1 was Czolgosz’s mental condition, except 


as it might have been perverted, respon- 
sible for the crime. 

The autcepsy was completed shortly be- 
fore noon, when the surgeons issued the 
following statement: 

“The autopsy was made by Mr. Edward 
A. Spitzka, of New York, under the im- 
mediate supervision and direction. of Dr. 
Carlos F. MacDonald, of New York, and 
Dr. John Gerin, physician at the prison. 
The autopsy occupied over three hours 
and embraced a careful examination @f 
all the bodily organs, including the brain. 
The examination revealed a _ perfectly 
healthy state of all the organs, includ- 
ing the brain. 

“All of the physicians who attended the 
execution were present at the autopsy 
and all concurred in the findings of the 
examiners. 

“JOHN GERIN,: M. D., 
“CARLOS MACDONALD, M. D., 
“E. A. SPITZKA.”’ 

It was 7:12:30 o’clock this morning when 
Leon F. Czolgosz paid the extreme pen- 
alty exacted by the law for his crime. 
He was shocked to death by 1,700 volts of 
electricity He went to the chair in ex- 
actly the same manner in which have the 
majority of murderers in this staté, show- 
ing no particular sign‘of fear, but, in fact, 
doing what a few of them have done— 
talking to the witnesses while he was be- 
ing strapped in the chatr. 

Passed Last Night in Slumber. 

Czolgosz retired last night at 10 o’clock 
and slert so soundly that when the war- 
den went to the cell about 5 o'clock this 
morning, the prisoner had to be shaken 
to awaken him. He sat up on the edge 
of his cot ar.d made no reply to the war- 
den’s greeting of ‘“‘Good morning.” 

The prison official took from his pocket 
the death warrant and read it slowly and 
distinctly to, the assassin, who hardly 
raised his eyes to him during the per- 
functory ceremony. 

Just as the warden stepped away from 
the cell door Czolgosz called to him and 
said: 

“JT would like to talk with the super- 
intendent.”’ . 

The warden responded: 

“He will be down presently.’’ 

Then the condemned man rolled over 
on his cot, apparently anxious to sleep 
again. 

At 5:15, however, the guard brought to 
him a pair of dark trousers with the left 
leg slit so as to allow the free applica- 
tion cf the electrode, and a light gray 
outing shirt. He was told to get up and 
put these on, which he did. 

Contrary to the usual custom, he was 
given a new pair of shoes. When dressed 
te laid down on the cot again, and in 
this attitule Superintendent Collins found 
Lim at 5:3) when he went down to visit 
him. The superintendent stood in front 
of the steel bars and when the: guard 
called Czolgusz’s attention he said: 

“T want to make a statement before 
you kill me.”

Judge Advocate Endeavors To 
Make Admiral Criminate 
Himself, but Fails, 


RETROGRADE MOVEMENT 
GIVEN GREAT EMPHASIS 


A Stir Caused in Court By One of 
Schley’s Answers—Once the Ad- 
miral Made Tart Reply. 
Much Ground Yet To 
Be Covered. 


Washington, October 29.—The cross ex- 
emination of Admiral Schley was con- 
tinued throughout the session of the court 
of inquiry today. The progress made was 
exceedingly slow. Almost the whole day 
was consumed in questioning the admiral 
about the cruise from Cienfuegos to San- 
tiago and the motives and influences that 
governed him in turning back aftcr his 
squadron had arrived in the vicinity of 
the latter port. This latter branch of 
the cross examination had not been con- 
cluded when the court adjourned. The 
blockade at Santiago, the reconnoissance 
on May 31, and the batle of July 3 still 
remain to be covered. 

It it hardly probable that the judge ad- 
vocate can conclude before the adjourn- 
ment tomorrow. After he finishes quite a 
number of questions prepared by the 
members of the court will be submitted. 
The judge advocate, in conducting the 
cross examination, used a carefully pre- 
pared typewritten list of questions. They 
called for comparison of statements Ad- 
miral Schley has made either in his di- 
rect testimony, in his communication to 
the senate, or in his dispatches to Admi- 
ral Sampson, or the navy department, 
with the testimony of witnesses who 
have preceded him, and the logs and sig- 
nal books of the other vessels of the fleet. 
The questions were not asked in chrono- 
logical order, but jumped from one subject 
to another and from one stage of the 
campaign to another. 

Schley Makes Tart Reply. 

Throughout the strain to which the wit- 
ness naturally was submitted while un- 


customary cémposure. Only once or twice 
did he display impatience or weariness. 
At one point, when asked a question, he 
replied that he had been asked the same 
question yesterday, at the same time tell- 
ing what his reply had been then. On

The admiral gave three reasons for 
turning back—first, the statement of Cap- 
tain Sigsbee, who commanded the scout- 
ship St. Paul, that the enemy was not in 
Santiago; second, the opinion of Nunez, 
the pilot, that the entrance was tov nar- 
row and shallow for the Spanish ships 
to enter, and, third, the ambiguity of the 
department's telegram. In the course of 
the cross examination the admiral said 
he regarded the deyartment’s dispatch 
rather as a suggestion than an explicit 
crder, a suggestion which he carried out 
after the sea had abated and the coal 
supply of the ships had been replenished. 

Schley Causes Stir in Court. 

After some preliminary questions Cap- 
tain Lemly asked if the war bulletin 
brought by the Adula to Cienfuegos had 
not stated that the Spanish fleet had left 
Santiago on May 20. This the witness ad- 
mitted was true, as he did also that he 
had said that the distance from Cienfue- 
gos to Santiago was from thirty to forty- 
eight hours.

Destroyed in Railroad 
Wreck,

Wreckage—‘Buffalo Bill” Esti- 
mates Loss at $60,000. 
Forepaugh and Sells 
Circus in Wreck. 


Charlotte, N. C., October 29.—One hun- 
dred and ten of the ring horses of Buf- 
falo Bill's Wild West show were crushed 
to death in a railroad wreck near Lex- 
ington at 3 o'clock this morning. Among 
the horses killed was “Old Pap,”’ Colonel 
Cody's favorite saddle horse. 

“Old Eagle,’ the star ring horse. was 
killed and his mangled body fell on top 
of one of the wrecked engines. The team 
of mules that drew the Deadwood coach 
were also killed. 

Colonel Cody spent today at the scene 
of the wreck and is heartbroken. He says 
his ioss is $60,000. 

The accident was the result of a head- 
end collision between a fast south bound 
freight train and the second section of 
the show train. and was due to a misun- 
derstanding of orders. Several train 
hands were injured, but no one was 
killed. 

-Twelve thousand people greeted the 
Wild West show in Charlotte yesterday. 


wrere it was to have made its last stand 
of the season. At Danville the shew was 
to have disbanded and the animals sént 
to Bridgeport, Conn., to go into winter 
quarters. 

The show left here in three sections. 
Near Lexington, as the second section 
was going at 25 miles an hour, a fast 
south bound freight train crashed into it. 
Both engines were wrecked. Next to the 
engine of the show ,train were two large 
stock cars containing the horses, and 
this is where the slaughter occurred. 

The cars were smashed into a huge, 
distorted heap of debris, and only two 
herses escaped alive. The scene was 
sickening. and from the mass of wreck- 
age blood poured in a stream alongside 
the railroad track. Colonel Cody's en- 
gagement at Danville was called off in 
consequence of the disaster which marked 
the ciose of a very successful tour.

The clothing and personal effects of the 
prisoner were burned under direction of 
Warden Mead shortly after the execu- 
tion.

“The execution was one of the most suc- 
cessful ever conducted in the state. Ex- 
traordinary care had to be taken in the 
case, because both the warden and I re- 
ceived hundreds of threatening letters, 
many of them asserting in violent and 
intemperate language that the prisoner 
would never be put in the chair. I 
have decided for the present that we will 
not destroy any of the hundreds of let- 
ters written to Czolgosz, the warden and 
myseif, as to the case. Eventually they

Brother Never Saw Body. 

Waldeck Czolgosz and Waldeck Thomas 
Bandowski, brother and brother in law of 
the assassin. called at the prison at 2 
o’clock this afternoon. They sent word 
in to Warden Mead that they would like 
to see the body of Leon Czolgosz. The 
warden told them that the body had been 
buried for more than an hour and that 
if they wished he would send a guard to 
guide them to the grave. They answered 
that they did not care to go to the cem- 
etery but that they were anxious to ar- 
range for the collection of the insurance 
on the life of the dead murderer, and 
asked that a certificate of death be given 
to them. The warden promised them a 
certificate and they departed. The in- 
surance about which they talked is sup; 
posed to be a fraternal society to which 
the murderer belonged. 

Relatives Scemed Indifferent. 

Cleveland, October 29.—Next to the wit- 
nesses in the death chamber at Auburn 
prison, where Leon F. Czolgosz's life was 
shocked out of existence, there were no 
more interested witnesses to the far-away 
vindication of justice than a little group 
of men who had gathered in the local of- 
fice of the Associated Press to learn of 
the final act early today. This group 
included the next of kin, the nearest of 
all human beings to the assassin—his 
father and two brothers—and half a doz- 
en of his former neighbors in this city. 

The same seeming indifference that has 
characterized the members of the, Czol- 
gosz family was maintained to the end, 
and when the statement that Leon Czol- 
gosz had been put to death was told to 
the cld man in Polish, his fingers twitched 
nervously for a “ninute or so, a suspicion 
of a tear was seen to come into his eyes 
and he made a reply in Polish to a friend 
who acted as interpreter. The. old man’s 
statement was to the effect that inasmuch 
as it had to be, it were better that it is 
all over. 


When told of Leon's regret that he had 


not seen his father, the assassin’s parent 
replied pathetically that had he been 
asked to go to Auburn he would have done 
so, but the news frcm Auburn was never 
assuring, and the father felt that he was 
not wanted, hence he had remained at 
home. ; 

The old man‘said finally that he would 
not heve been a witness to the killing of 
his son for the scene would have been 
too much for his paternal heart. 

Otyer than the suspicion of a tear in 
the father’s eye, there was no sign of 
grief from him, and the two brothers, 
both younger than Leon, began to ask 
as to the probable painfulness of the elec- 
trocution.

Czolgosz Hanged in Effigy. 

New York, October 29.—Czolgosz was 
hanged in effigy at Hempstead, L. L, 
tonight with elaborate ceremonial, amid 
hisses, cat calls and groans. Moses A. 


Baldwin, of Post No. 44, Grand Army of 


the Republic, marched with the elaborate- 
ly constructed effigy to Smith's hotel, 
where it was swung up into a tree and 
many pistol shots were fired at it. Rock 
ets, roman candles and red fire were 
burned, and under the swinging effigy a fire 
of tar barrels was started. Then, amid 
the cheers of the thousand or more per- 
sons who had gathered, the effigy was 
cut down and allowed to drop into the 
fire, where it was consumed.

MITCHELL DAY IS CELEBRATED 


Are Made By ‘“‘Mother” 


Jones and Others. 

Hazleton, Pa., October 29.—Mitchell 
day, named on honor of the president of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
and which marks the first anniversary of 
the ending of the great coal strike last 
fall, in which the mine workers of the an- 
thracite field won a 10 per cent increase in 
wages and other concessions, was cele- 
brated here today.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., October 29.—Mitchell 
day was observed here today by the 
United Mine Workers by a parade in 
which 15,000 miners marched and which 
was headed by John Mitchell, the presi- 
dent of the union. After the parade was 
a mass meeting, at which President 
Mitchell was the principal speaker. He 
said he was oppdésed to compulsory arbi- 
tration but was in favor of voluntary ar- 
bitration in the settlement of disputes be- 
tween employer and employee. He urged 
the miners to petition congress to re- 
enact the Chinese exclusion act, otherwise 
the whole country will be overrun with 
Mongolians, and manv of them will find 
that way to the mines there to com- 
pete with white labor.

such térror and bloodshed. Lott’s old 
mother in law, his two daughters and the 
little boy fell in a heap inside the shelter. 
Sophie Lott saved her life by concealing 
herself behind the stove. Then she es- 
caped and the men did not harm her. They 
were after the cesperado and terror, 
Crear Lott. He was barricaded, and the 
next move was to fire the place, which 
they did. When the fire forced him from 
under cover he appeared in the doorway 
and twenty bullets went crashing through 
him. He fell in a heap, head foremost 
on the ground. Parker and Beverly, 
both blacks, fell with him. 

Joseph Seal and Charles Elliott and 
Edward Thompson, the wounded whites, 
were carried away to the home of/F. P. 
Sones, about three-quarters of a mile 
through the pine woods, which was hasti- 
ly converted into a hospital. There Seal 
died yesterday and was buried this after- 
noon from his home in Varando, 6 miles 
away, and there, in the Sorges’ emergency 
hospital, Elliott now lies dying: 

For twenty-four hours it looked like a 
general uprising to wipe out the black 
race in Washington parish. The news 
spread like wildfire, and yesterday over 
1,000 armed men had reached the scene of 
the battle. They came for miles and miles, 
some from as far away as Monticello. 

Sher.ff Nurman H. Simmons and J. K. 
Johnsen, clerk of the court of the parish, 
arrived from Franklin yesterday morning 
and the feeling subsided. 

Nine Negroes in Three Graves. 

Govéfnor Longino, of Mississippi, and 
Governor Heard, of Leuisiana, were no- 
tified, and the replies came that troops 
would be hurried to the scene. 

Yesterday afternoon the nine negroes 
who were left in a heap were piled into 
three unmarked graves dug near the char- 
red remains of Lott’s tent-house. There 
was no ceremony. The minister and his 
daughter filled one of the holes, the wom- 
en and child another and the men a 
third. At the same time prominent citl- 
zens held a conference which was at- 
tended by Sheriff Simmons, and a mes- 
sage was sent to the negroes. 

“Do you want any more?’ 
query. ° 

“No,” came the reply. 

This had a quieting effect, and peace 
again reigned. 

The negroes left the country. They car- 
ried all the personal effects possible. All 
who could rode on horseback and in 
buggies, and those who could not, took 
to the woods afoot. Those who were a 
little bolder lined the roads gettihg out 
of the community. 

This afternoon all was quiet. The ne- 
groes are badly scared, and the whites 
believe there will be no further trouble.

In the recent exploitation of the dingy 
depot’s manifold drawbacks, it would seem 
that every possible point of inadequacy 
had been touched upon, and all the dis- 
tressing conditions of this most miserabie | 
of structures painted in the most som- 
ber shades.

GOOD ROADS SPECIAL 
SPEEDING TO SOUTH 


Southern Railway Is Interested in 
Teaching Art of Building 
highways 


MANY PLACES IN SOUTH 
TO SE VISITED GY TRAIN 


At Each Stop Several Days Will Be 
Spent and Experts Will Give 
Object Lessons in Con- 
structing Good 
Roads. 


Washington, October 29.—The special 
good roads train, carrying road experts, 
a competent crew and the paraphernalia 
for giving practical illustrations in road 
making left Alexandria, Va., tonight on 
its tour of the south over the Southern 
railway. The trip is under the auspices 
of the Southern railway and the National 
Good Roads Association, and has aboard 
officers of that organization and also the 
director and assistant of the office of 
public road inquiry of the agricultural de- 
partment. 

The itinerary takes in many places in 
the south. Some weeks will be spent on 
the trip. The object is to give practical 
illustration of road making and bring 
home to the people of different commun- 
ities the advantages of good roads and 
by agitation and education to forward the 
movement for such roads in the south. 
At each stop several days will be spent, 
a sample road will be made under the 
direction of the engineers of the Good 
Roads association, who accompany the 
train, and a good roads convention, last- 
ing two days, will be held. At the des- 
sions special addresses will be made by 
the representative of the agricultural de- 
partment and the officers of the Good 
Roads association. There also will be 
stereopticon lectures. 

The special train is equipped with ten 
car loads of modern road making ma- 
chinery, supplied by many different man- 
ufacturers of road machines. 

The Southern railway’s interests are 
looked after by its land and industrial 
department, M. A. Hayes, a representa- 
tive of this department, accompanying it. 
Officers of the good roads movement, 
who will have charge of the train, are Ww. 
H. Moore, president, and R. W. Richard- 
son, secretary. There are also aboard 
the train two special engineers, eight ex- 
pert road machine engine and crusher op- 
erators, press representatives and a spe- 
cial photographer. 

The train will make its first stop at 
Winston-Salem, N. ©., where it will ar- 
t.ve early tomorrow morning. A section 
of model modern road will be construct- 
ed there and a good roads congress had 
Friday and Saturday, November 1 and 2

COLONIZING IS NOW CHARGED 


Superintendent of Elections McCul- 
lagh Says That Many Have 
Registered Illegally. 


New York, October 29.—Superintendent 
of Elections John McCullagh has prepared 
a letter to be forwarded to Police Commis- 
sioner Murphy demanding the coopera- 
tion of the police in preventing illegal 
voting next Tuesday, and in bringing 
about the punishment of those guilty of 
an attack upon the integrity of elections. 
A copy of the letter will be sent to Mayor 
Van Wyck and another copy may be sent 
to District Attorney Philbin. Affidavits 
will accompany the letters. Superintend- 
ent McCullagh will call Commissioner 
Murphy’s attention to the fact that ille- 
gal registration has been resorted to in 
all of the downtown districts. 

Mr. McCullagh is quoted as saying: 

“TI shall ask for no more warrants. My 
agents will make arrests without war- 
rants. The law gives us the right to dv 
so and it will be done. 

“This will enrage certain police offi- 
cials, but I do not think any attempt to 
interfere with us will be made. If any 
attempt is made there will be trouble and 
it will be for the courts to settle.” 

After a conference with President Mor- 
ris, of the republican county committee, 
tonight Superintendent McCullagh decided 
to subpena in the morning the 600 men 
who are alleged to be illegally registered 
from houses in the second assembly dis- 
trict alone.

TRIED TO BUY LAWMAKERS OUT 


On That Charge Charles H. Pratt Is 
Brought to Trial. 

Lansing, Mich., October 29.—A jury was 
secured in the Ingham county circuit 
ecurt today for the trial of Charles H. 
Pratt, indicted, with ex-Speaker Adams 
and Land Commissioner French, for 
bribery in connection with the attempted 
passage of a joint resolution by the legis- 
lature of 1899 to purchase $200,000 worth 
of law reports from a St. Paul publishing 
house. 

In opening the case the prosecutor said 
he would show that the company had 
deposited $20,000 in a St. Paul bank sub- 
ject to Pratt's order, when the purchase 
was actually made. He alleged that 
Pratt made seven drafts payable to bear- 
er and delivered $6,000 to Adams and $14,000 
to Land Commissioner William French 
for use in securing the passage of the 
measure. The resolution failed of pas- 
sage by a narrow margin. 

This afternoon former State Represen- 
tatives Cheever and Burfoot testified that 
Speaker Adams requested them to vote 1 
for the law report bill, but that Pratt 
never mentioned the subject to them. 
Letters from Pratt's files were introduced 
showing that the company had deposit 

2,000 subject to Pratt's orders, to be 
used for no improper purposes. Pratt's 
office boy testified that he helped Pratt 
remove certain letters from the files 
which Pratt said he did not want to get 
to the grand jury.

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HERR MOST PLAYS IN LUCK 


New York Supreme Court Saves An- 
archist from Pen. 


CONVICTION NOT WARRANTED 


Justice MacLean, in Giving Decision, 
Reviews “Murder vs. Murder’ 
Editorial. 


New York, October 29.—Justice McLean, 
in the supreme court, today granted a 
certificate of reasonable doubt in the 
ease of John Most, editor of The Frel- 
heit, an anarchist paper, in order to stay 
his sentence of twelve months’ imprison- 
ment for the publication of an article 
entitled ‘“‘Murder v. Murder,”’ which ap- 
peared on the day of President McKin- 
ley’s assassination. 

Justice MacLean says the only proof to 
support the judgment is that Most pur- 
loined an article, expressing certain sen- 
timents, written by another half a cen- 
tury ago, and published as his own “in 
a paper professedly of some circulation, 
but which circulation is shown by the 
sale of but a single copy. that purchased 
by the police, probably for the purpose of 
prosecution.”” He further says that it 
may be doubted reasonably whether the 
judgment, even with that support, should 
stand, as plagiarism is not a criminal 
offense under the laws of the United 
States. 

“Tt is not shown,.”’ says Justice Mac- 
Lean, “‘that the defendant’s expression of 
borrowed sentiment has worked injury to 
anv individual by falsifying any fact, or 
to the public peace or health, or that 
his acts were attended with circum- 
stances likely to disturb or endanger the 
public peace or health.” 

The justice says also the contention 
that the publication has openly outraged 
public decency rests solely upon the lan- 
guage of the article itself, and that the 
indecency repressed by the law relates 
rather to action and words which nature 
and propriety require to be concealed and 
suppressed and to public displays, sale 
and exhibition of evil books or prints. 

“The indecorum of this pilfered screed,”’ 
says Judge MacLean, “is of another sort. 
It prates of humanity, immorality and 
morality, reason and conscience, but car- 
ries no suggestion of the obscene.” 

The utterances, Judge MacLean savs, 
do not come within the meaning of the 
section of the code under which Most was 
prosecuted. 


HIS BODY WILL REST IN SPAIN 


Remains of Admiral Villamil, Killed 
at Santiago, Are Removed. 
Havana, October 29.—The body~-of the 
Spanish Vice Admiral Villamil, ci pa- 
mander of the Spanish torpedo flotilla, 
who was killed at the battle of San- 
tiago, was transferred today to the 
steamer Montserrat to be taken to Spain. 
The ceremony of transfer was in charge 
of Captain of the Port, Young, represent- 
ing the United States’navy. A salute of 

nine guns was fired at Morro castle. 

Vice Admiral Villamil was wounded on 
board the destroyer Pluton, and was 
taken ashore by Spanish sailors, dying 
shortly afterwards. His body was left in 
a sitting posture in a chair in a cave 
about 4 miles west of Santiago harbor. 
and it remained there about eight months 
before it was discovered, at Which time 
it was transferred to the Santiago arsen- 
al. 


TWO PERISHED IN THE FLAMES 


Three Injured, While Others Were 
Overcome By Smoke in Chicago. 

Chigo, October 29.—Two persons lost 
their lives, three were injured and a score 
were overcome by smoke in a fire in Ea- 
gle Flat building at the corner of Lyttle 
and Taylor streets today. 

The dead: 

MRS. D. RYAN, 5 years old, suffocaté ed, 

MRS. ANNA KING, daughter of Mrs. 
Ryan, suffocated. 

The injured: 

Elsie King, 12 years old, rescued while 
unconscious from inhaling smoke; slight- 
ly injured. 

M. Otis, jumped 4 feet from 
badly bruised. 

E. Hogg, jumped from roof; bruised. 

Other occupants of the building who 
were overcome by the smoke were res- 
cued by firemen or members of their own 
family, and all recovered in the open 
air. Frank Thompson, the janitor, was 
among the first rescued, and when he re- 
vived he rushed back into the building 
and assisted in the rescue work.

BOERS MEET BRITISH 


Del arey and Kemp Attack Red-

NEARLY HUNDRED DEAD 
WERE LEFT ON FIELD 


British Lost 28 Killed and 55 
Wounded — Boers Carried Off 
Eight British Wagons. 
Botha Narrowly Escapes 
Being Taken. 


London, October 29.—A dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated Pretoria, October 
28, says he has received reports of im- 
portant fighting October 24, near Great 
Maricox river, when De Larey and Kemp 
attacked a British force and were only 
repulsed after severe fighting, leaving 
forty dead on the field, including Com- 
mandant Omstirheysen. The British 
lost twenty-elght men killed and had 
fifty-five wounded. The Boers carried off 
eight British wagons. The republicans 
appear to have paid special attention to 
the guns, as thirty-seven gunners and 
drivers were killed or wounded. 

Lord Kitchener mentions a number of 
minor affairs and says this week’s “bag”’ 
consisted of seventy-four Boers killed, 
sixteen wounded and 353 made prisoners, 
In addition, forty-five Boers surrendered, 
and the British captured 471 rifles, 75,950 
rounds of ammunition, 216 wagons, 520 
horses and 8,000 head of cattle. 

Pretoria, October 29.—Commandant 
General Botha’s recent escape from the 
British columns pursuing him was a close 
affair. Major Remington marched on the 
commander in chief’s ‘quarters at night, 
only to find that Botha had got off with 
a few hundreds start, leaving his hat, re- 
Volver and papers behind. Ten prison- 
ers, including Commandant Hans Botha 
and former Landsdrost Schutte, were 
captured. - 


TO GAIN TRAD: OF WORLD. 


Home Market Club of Boston Favors 
. Reciprocity. 

Boston, October 29.—Chosen to voice 
the sentiment of the Home Market Club 
to hasten a more general reciprocity of 
trade and at the same time to protect the 
home market a committee has been re- 
ported and the executive committee has 
authorized the publication of the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Among the most gratifying conditions 
of the time, which is attended with so 
much prosperity at home, is the fact that 
we have already vastly extended our 
trade abroad and have conquered so large 
a place in the markets of the world. The 
time is now auspicious for continuing and 
completing this conquest. It must go on 
without delay and must be thorough 
and permanent. To that end every step 
must be wise, successful, unretreating 
and must command and retain the confi- 
dence and approbation of the American 
people. We must injure no existing 
American industry and throw no large 
body of workmen out of employment. 

“We respectfully request congress, 
therefore, to collect without delay from 
every available source full and exact in- 
formation as the effect of all proposed 
treaties upon industries now successfully 
established, so that none may be sacri- 
ficed, and.in that way whatever may be 


accomplished shall be both beneficial and 
enduring.”’ 


TO GREET DUKE AND DUCHESS. 


London Preparing an Ovation—Buf- 
falo and Americans Slurred. 

London, Oct. 29.—Most elaborate plans 
have been made for the reception of the 
duke and duchess of Cornwall and York 
at Portsmouth and London. It is not 
generally felt that the tour of the duke 
and duchess has been a success, as, on 
the whole, comparatively little interest 
has been taken in it, the war and other 
events having completely overshadowed 
the royal journey. The officials, how- 
ever, are determined that it shall end in 
a blaze of glory. At Portsmouth an ef- 
fective naval display has been arranged. 
Fifteen battleships and cruisers will sail 
tomorrow to meet the royal yacht Ophir 
and escort her to Portsmouth. The royal 
party will take train Saturday and reach 
London at 1 o’clock in the afternoon. 
Here 10,000 troops will keep the stroets 
clear for the procession from Victoria 
station to Marlborough house. 

Newspaper correspondents who were 
with the duke and duchess of Cornwall 
and York party contribute some remark- 
able letters to their papers here, highly 
appreciative of Canada, but they do not 
like the glimpse they got of the Tinited 
States. Thus The Morning correspondent 
writes: 

“Some of us crossed to Buffalo to see 
the exposition, which was disappointing. 
Buffalo is a slovenly looking, if prosper- 
ous city, in great contrast with the hand- 
some Canadian cities we had recently 
visited.” 

The correspondents noted extraor- 
dinary difference in the aspect and man- 
ners of the people here and across the 
border. “We appeared to. have suddenly 
got out of a region of wholesome fresh- 
complexioned people into a land of a 
meager, palid race like one sees in some 
of our manufacturing cities, an active, 
brisk people, lacking the courteous man- 
ners of the Canadians. To some of the 
young French-Canadians of our party this 
was their first experience in the United 
States, and they recrossed the frontier 
more downright in their expressions of 
loyalty to Great Britain than they had 
‘ever been 1 before.”

Line Is a Necessity, According to 
General Greely. 

Washington, October 29.- General Gree- 
ly, chief signal officer, in his report rec- 
ommends a Pacific cable, saying: 

“It is only a matter of time when Luzon 
shall be connected with Japan and Ton- 
kin and the Chinese empire. The * hilip- 
pine islands are now only accessible tel- 
egraphically over a short cable of about 
600 miles of the Eastern Extension Com- 
pany between Manila and Hong Kong. 
The experiences of the war department in 
connection with the relief of the legation 
at Pekin shows Clearly the tremendous 
disadvantage under which the United 
States would labor without its own cable 
facilities in case of an extended war in 
the east. 

“An American trans-Pacific cable is a 
military and commercial necessity if 
American interests are to be safeguarded 
in Asiatic regions. Such a cable, while of 
great value militarily, will espectally fos- 
ter industrial interests and facilitate com- 
mercial operations. As it is officially 
known that an American cable can only 
enter Japan from the east and not from 
Russia, China nor the Philippines, the 
only possible route is that already recom. 
mended to congress by the president, via 
Hawali and Guam.”’

For the first time on record papers have 
been filed here for an absolute divorce, 
and while this is prohibited under the 


Dora Levin, of New York, hope to secure 
an order for a legal separation, which 
will amount to the same thing.

Because of this 
treatment he says he had to leave the

FUGITIVE FACES GOVERNOR 


Convict Escapes Prison Camp To Call 
on Longino. 


SAYS HIS LIFE WAS IN DANGER 


Member of a Family of Blood Spill- 
ers Prisoner Declares He Was 
Afraid. 


Jackson, Miss., October 29.—(Special.)— 
Governor Longino is engaged in making 
an investigation of charges of inhuman 
treatment lodged against Sergeant Dent, 
of the Randolph convict plantation, pre- 
ferred by Jim Lanier, a notorious white 
murderer, who is serving a life sentence. 

The case presents several remarkable 
phases. Lanier claims that his life was 
in grave danger on the Randolph place, 
the sergeant ‘having threatened to kill 
him and seizing advantage of the first 
opportunity, he tock French leave of the 
guards and came to Jackson for the pur- 
pose of relating his troubles to Governor 
Longino. He was absolutely penniless on 
the day of his escape, but within three 
days had arrived here and secured an in- 
terview with the governor. After hear- 
ing the case, Governor Longino sent him 
to the Rankin farm, where he will re- 
main pending an investigation.

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GOOD ROADS MEETING 
ASSURED FOR ATLANTA 


Convention Will 8e Held Here 
Second Week in De- 
cember, 


ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING 
IN GOVERNOR'S OFFICES 


Association Was Formed Here and 
$500 Subscribed To Help De- 
fray Necessary Expenses. 
Affair Will Be Made 
Prominent. 


The “Good Roads Special’ will stop at 
Atlanta and remain here during the sec- 
ond week of December. A good roads con- 
vention will be held in Atlanta while the 
train is here and people from every sec- 
tion of the state will be in the city to 
watch the workings of the road ma- 
chinery which the train will bring. 

A meeting of the business men of At- 
lanta and the county officers was held 
yesterday afternoon in the office of Gov- 
ernor Candler. President W. H. Moore, 
of the National Good Roads Association, 
Was present and presented the situation 
to the gentlemen at the meeting. 

Those present besides Mr. Moore were 
Govrnor Candler, J. 8. B. Thompson, of 
the Southern railway: D. O. Dougherty, 
Judge E. B. Rosser, John K. Ottley, Cap- 
tain J. W. English, A. L. Kontz, H. FE. 
W. Palmer, Clifford L. Anderson, L. Z. 
Rosser, R. F. Maddox and T. H. Martin. 

AS a consequence of the meeting a 
good roads association was formed, with 
Cclonel Clifford Anderson as president 
and Hon. T. H. Martin as secretary. The 
county commissioners agreed to con- 
tribute $50° to help defray the expenses 
of the road building and committees will 
be appointed today by President An- 
cderson to assume charge of the coriven- 
tion. 

Governor Candler Interested. 

Governor Candler presided until Colonel 
Anderson was elected to office. The gov- 
ernor showed himself greatly interested 
in the matter and assured Mr. Moore of 
his heartiest cooperation. He will at 
once issue an invitation to the ordinaries 
end boards of county commissioners of 
the state to be present during the days of 
the convention—December 11-14. 

The committees which will be appoint- 
ed today by President Anderson is an 
executive committee which will probably 
ecngist of seven members, to have entire 
charge of the undertaking. This commit- 
tee will point out the places for road 
building and will arrange all details. It is 
prcbable that the work will be started 
soon on the road between Grant park and 
the Soldiers’ home, as a resolution intro- 
duced by Commissioner Walter R. Brown 
asking for such action Was recently pass- 
ed by the board of county commission- 
ers. An invitation committee, which will 
include the governor, the mayor and other 
prominent citizens, will also be named, 
and a press committee, which will have 
in hand the matter of advertising the 
convention. 

Every postmaster in the state will be in- 
vited to attend and it is probable that 
Postmaster General Charles Emory 
Smith will be present and will address the 
pestmasters on the advantages of rural 
free delivery. Postmaster General Smith 
is greatly interested in this matter, and 
in his next report will ask for an ap- 
propriation of $6,250,000 for rural free de- 


hveries. It is understood that a promi- 
nent member of the house will move to 
amend the appropriation to $10,000,000. 


Without good roads rural free delivery 
is impossible, hence the desire to get 
the postmasters interested in the good 
roads movement. 

Governor C&andler is quite enthusiastic 
over the meeting. He thinks that it will 
result in great benefit to the people of 
Georgia. Yesterday afternoon ne said: 

“In my opinion this meeting Will do 
our state more good than a large appro- 
priation for our rivers and harbors.”’ 
President Spencer a Prime Mover. 

President Samuel Spencer, of the South- 
ern, has been the prime mover in the 
undertaking of sending this train over the 
scuth. He is a firm believer in the im- 
portance of the public roads and thinks 
that their development means more to 
the people of the south than anything 
eise just at this time. The train will 
consist of twelve cars and will be fur- 
nished with all machinery required by 
the most modern methods of road build- 
ing. 

The train will be in Atlanta for an en- 
tire week, and during this time a mile 
of road will be built. The train will ar- 
rive in Atlanta Sunday, December §&. 
Monday and Tuesday will be devoted to 
preparing the road for the work and the 
remainder of the week will be taken up 
with the convention. It will be so ar- 
ranged that those who attend the conven- 


tion will be able to see the work at every

stage. 

Among those who will accompany the 
train will be several government officials, 
two of whom are Senator Martin Dodge, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, who is now the director 
of the office of public road inquiries, and 
M. O. Eldredge, a government engineer. 
Mr. Eldredge has seen road building in 
every country of the world and while 
here will give a stereopticon lecture {II- 
lustrating the methods of road building 
used in different countries. The mem- 
bers of the legislature will be specially 
invited to attend this lecture,

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HOUSE TAKES UP 


FRANCHISE TAX 


Bill Was Tabled by Motion of 
Author Before Vote Was 
Announced. 


HALL’S BILL WAS DEFEATED 
WHEN PUT ON ITS PASSAGE 


Its Object Was To Take from J udges 
the Right To Direct Verdict of 
Juries — New Bills Intro- 
duced in Legislature 
Yesterday. 


—_— 


Very little was accomplished in the 
house yesterday outside of the consider- 
ation of Howard's franchise tax bill, and 
the defeat of the bill by Mr. Hall of Bibb 
to repeal section 5331 of the code relating 
to the charging of juries by judges. 

The franchise tax bill was debated 
briefly by Mr. Howard, the author. Mr. 
Hall of Bibb and several others. There 
were no speeches made against it, but 
when the vote was taken it lacked five 
votes of a constitutional majority. Be- 
fore the vote was announced the bill was 
tabled on motion of the author. 

The object of Mr. Hall’s bill, which 
was defeated, was to take away from 
judges the right to direct juries what 
verdicts to bring in in certain cases. 

Mr. Franklin of Washington considered 
it a hardship on the members to require 
them to get down at 9 o’clock in the 
morning, and he opened the proceedings 
of the house by moving that the time of 
meeting be put back to the old hour, 
10 o’clock. He made a brief speech in 
behalf of his motion, which was stren- 
uously opposed by Hon. Joe Hall, the 
author of the 9 o'clock movement, who 
concluded with the statement: 

“I consider that I did more for the 
state of Georgia at the last session of 
this house than I have ever done before.” 

The motion was then put and lost, and 
the members will continue to assemble 
at 9 o’clock. 

Franchise Tax Bill Tabled. 

The bill of Mr. Howard of DeKalb to 
tax franchises came up as the special 
order in the house after the reading of 
the journal. The bil] received 8&3 votes, 
only three short of a constitutional ma- 


, Jority, while there were 37 votes against 


it. 


Before the vote was announced the bill 
was tabled on motion of Mr. Howard, so 
as to prevent its being declared lost. 
The measure will come up again at the 
present session. 

This bill provides for the payment of 
taxes—state, county and municipal—on all 
Special franchises granted to corpora- 
Its terms are well 


lanta especially and many other clties 
of the state were particularly interested. 

“The question of taxing franchises {s 
not a new one,” Mr. Howard said in ex- 
plaining his bill to the house. He read 
from several supreme court decisions to 
show what franchises are and how they 
are considered. He quoted from the de- 
cision of the supreme court of Georgia 
in the case of the Atlanta National 
Building Loan Association vs. Stewart, 
tax collector, 109 Ga., to the effect that 
the general assembly cannot lawfully ex. 
empt from taxation any property except 
Such as it is expressly authorized to ex- 
empt under the constitution. 

“The constitution.” Mr. Howard said, 
“does not authorize the general assem- 
bly to exempt franchises from taxation.” 

Mr. Howard quoted from United States 
decisions to show that franchises have 
been declared to be property, and as such 
he declared they should be taxed. Mr. 
Howard referred to the recent ficht over 
franchises in Atlanta, and the value of 
these franchises which now pay no tax. 

Mr. Howard then took up the question 
of the legal right to tax franchises. and 
mentioned the names of those states 
which now collect a tax on them. He 


contended that corporations should be 
put on the same basis as other tax- 
payers. 


Some Atlanta Corporations. 
“Why.” he said, ‘“‘vou take the Atianta

Gas Light Company. ‘They return their 
property at $459,000, but you go down there 
and offer them a million for it and see 
how quick they'll turn you down. Last 


April President Joel Hurt, of the Atlanta 


Railway and Power Company, returned 
his property to the city of Atlanta for 
$919,996.78, and very soon thereafter he 
filed a mortgage for $5,000,000 covering 
that same property. Could he have got 


that money on it if the property had 
not been worth it?’ 
Whatever property is worth for the 


purposes of sale, Mr. Howard declared, 
it is worth for the purposes of taxation. 
He concluded with an appeal to the 
heuse for the passage of the bill. 

An amendment was adopted relating 
to future provisions that might be made 
in this connection, and the amendment 
exempting express companies from the 
provisions of the bill was lost. 

Mr. Hall Is Heard From. 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb, then commended the 


bill in the most strenuous terms and 
complimented Mr. Howard on his able 
speech. Corporations in this state, he 


said, are not now paying half the taxes 
they ought to pay. Mr. Hall presented 
the figures of some of these alleged dis- 
crepancies. Mr. Hall said these corpora- 
tion properties should be put upon the 
tax books, and there would be no neces- 
sity for increasing taxation to pay school 
teachers and pensions. 

The railroads of Georgia are returned 
at about $50,000,000, Mr. Hiall said, where- 
as they are worth, as shown by their own 
figures given in Poor’s manual, $150,000,- 
000 to $200,000,000. He said that he 
regarded this as one of the most 
important measures that had _ yet 
come before the house and by all 
means it ought to pass. 

The favorable report of the committee 
was agreed to, and Mr. Franklin, of 
Washington, moved to table the bill, up- 
on which Mr. Hall called for the ayes 
and nays. : 

On the call of the roll the vote to table 
the measure was 19 and against it 19.

As to Trials by Jury. 


There was, quite &@ warm debate on the 
bill by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, ‘“‘to repeal sec- 
tion 5331 of the code of 1895, and to re- 
store the right of trial by jury.”’ 

The section of the code referred to 
gives a judge the right under certain 
circumstances to direct*a verdict, and 
reads as follows: 

“When there is no conflict in the evi- 
dence, and that introduced with all 
reasonable déductions or inferences there- 
from demands a particular verdict, the 
court may direct the jury to find for the 
party entitled thereto.” 

Mr. Hall claimed the section gave too 
much power to the judges, and in effect 
practically took away the right of trial 
by jury as guaranteed by the cunstitu- 
tion. Mr. Hall claimed the tendency was 
toward doing away altogether with jury 
trials in many cases, and he considered 
it dangerous. It was a tendency toward 
oligarchy, he said. 

Mr. Hall agreed to an amendment 
which provided that in certain cases 
where it is clear from the evidence that 
only one verdict is legal, the judge may 
s0 instruct the jury. 

Mr. Slaton opposed the measure, hold- 
ing it was revolutionary In its tendency. 
He called attention to the necessities for 
the law as provided in the section in 
question, and urged it should be defeat- 
ed. He charged that Mr. Hall used the 
courts when it suited his purpose and 
attacked them when it suited him to do so 
for other reasons. He called attention 
to the fact that Mr. Hall invoked su- 
preme court cecisions in support of the 
franchise bill, and now he wanted to cur- 
tail the power of the courts when there 
was no necessity or reason for it. 
He called attention to such trage- 
dies, as that at Buffalo and the 
necessity for courts to have power 
for prompt and proper action. Mr. 
Hall he regarded as an alarmist and said

The special judiciary committee report- 
ed back favorably bills providing for 
amending the charter of Oakland City, 
to rearrange the terms of court in the 
Stone Mountain circuit, and to make it 
a misdemeanor to charge over 25 per cent 
per annum on any loan. The latter bill 
eng recommitted for a further hear- 
ng. 

A message irom the governor conveying 
to the house the new military bill pre- 
pared by the special commission was 
read. The governor commended the Dill 
to the consideration of the house. He 
considered the work of the commission 
had been well done and recommended the 
house pass such a measure with such 
amendments as it might see fit to make.

Unfavorabl, 


AUT COMMITTEE WILL 
RECOMMEND ITS PASSAGE 


Resolution To Appropriate Public 
Property Fund to Payment of 
Interest on Bonded Debt 
Was Discussed and Laid 
on the Table. 


After cutting $5,000 from the appropria- 
tion requested for the maintenance, fur- 
nishing and equipment of the Confeder- 
ate Soldiers’ home _ the appropriations 
committee of the house decided yester- 


day to report back the bill with the recom- 


mendation that it do pass. 

This was the most important action 
taken by this committee, and there was 
considerable discussion of the measure 
before it was acted upon. The Dill, in- 
troduced by Mr. Gary, of Richmond, pro- 
vides for appropriating the insurance 
money, $19,500, for rebuilding the home, 
and $29,000 for the maintenance, furnish- 
ing and equipment during the year 1902. 

An effort was first made to table the 
bill for the purpose of hearing from its 
author. This motion was defeated. Then 
Mr. Richardson, of Houston, offered an 
emendment providing that only $15,000 
should be appropriated for maintenance 
and furnishing during 1992. This motion 
was carried by a vote of 8 to 5. There 
was only $15,000 appropriated last year for 
this purpose, but more is needed this 
year on account of the burning of the 
home, and the additional number of old 
soldiers that will come in later. 

After this amendment had been adopted 
Mr. I. P. Blue, of Marion, moved that the 
bill be reported back with the recommen- 
dation that it do not pass. 

“There are only seventy men at the 
home,” Mr. Blue said, “and I do not see 
the necessity of appropriating $34,500 for 
their suport. We can board them some- 
where very much cheaper than that. That 
$19,500 from the insurance belongs to the 
state. I voted for the Soldiers’ home 
bill so that, the state might get possession 
of that property. ‘The state has it now, 
and the money from the insurance is ours. 
We can take care of the inmates by 
boarding them somewhere much cheaper 
than by rebuilding the home. I am will- 
ing to spend this money for pensions, but 
I do not believe in going to the expense 
of rebuilding the home. I am opposed to 
making this appr@priation, and move that 


| this bill be reported back unfavorably.” 


The vote was then taken on the bill as 
amended, and Mr. Blue was the only 
member of the committee who voted 
against a favorable report. 

Blalock’s Resolution. 

The committee next took up Mr. Bla- 
lock’s resolution providing that $525,889 
shall be transferred from the public prop- 
erty fund to the interest acccunt of the 
state, and used for the payment of the 
interest on the bonded debt falling due 


in 1902. 

Mr. BlAlock explained his resolution 
minutely and carefully, saying the state 
was confronted by a deficit, and that a 
certain amount of indebtedness had to 
be met cither by taxation or through the 
means proposed in his resolution. He be- 
leved it would be perfectly constitution- 
al to use the public property fund to pay 
interest cs interest, to his mind, fs un- 
questionably a part of the public debt. 
His resolution provides that the state 
treasurer shall make the transfer within 
one day after the passage of the resolu- 
tion. That provision, he said, would put 
the general assembly on notice as to 
what the treasurer would do in the mat- 
ter, and if necessary the case could be 
taken to the supreme court and a decision 
on the matter promptly secured. 

Some opposition developed in the com- 
mittee to the resolution, and it was fi- 
nally decided to table it for the present 
until the members can more fully post 
themselves with regard to the matter. 

The bill by Mr. Reid, of Campbell, on 
the same subject, came up In the meeting 
of the committee on ways and means, 
which also met yesterday afternoon, and 
was referred to a subcommittee, with 
Mr. Felder, of Bibb, as chairman, to de- 
termine whether or not the plan proposed 
is constitutional.

NEW LINK IN LINE ASSURED. 


Atlantic, Valdosta and Western Is 
To Be Extended. 

Jacksorville, Fla., October 29.—(Spectal.) 
One hundred and forty miles of track 
are to be added to the Atlantic, Valdosta 
and Western railroad, making an addition 
to this line, the headquarters of which 
are in Jacksonville.

UNCLEANLY LAMPS CAUSE _ 
COMPLAINTS ABOUT OIL 


A number of complaints have been re- 
cently received at the state agricultural 
department as to the quality of the illum- 
inating oil being used in the state, and 
several samples of oil have been sent to 
the department from different sections. 
The samples have been tested by Dr. Mc- 
Candless, the state chemist, and it is 
Stated that in every case the oil came up 
to the requirement of law, and that in 
some instances was of much higher grade 
than is required under the statute. 

“Many complaints have been investigat- 
ed,’’ said a representative of the oil de 
partment yesterday: ‘“‘We have found 
every time that the trouble was not with 
the oil, but with the lamp or the wick. 
One investigation was made on Monday 
at the home of an oil inspector in anoth- 
er city; he, too, had complained. First, 
the lamp was lighted just as it was; then 
the lamp was cleaned, the charred wick 
end paraffine were removed from the burn- 
er, and a fresh wick was put in the lamp; 
the oil was not charged. Again the lamp 
was lightea and it burned brilliantly. 
This is just one instance in a hundred 
that have been investigated. At another 
home two pieces of wick were found pin- 
ned together and the splice was above the 
cil. Of course, that wick would not take 
up the oil properly. 

“Frequently old lamps have  0»been 
brought out this fall which were not in 
use during the summer, the paraffine in 
the oil had clogged the wick, and the 
flame was very bad. It seems also that 
the country has been flooded with a poor 
quality of wick, too tightly woven to 
take up oil. 

“The wick should be loosely woven and 
should fit the burner. If it is too tight to 
work easily in the burner the effect: is 
much the same as if the wick had been 
You will often notice 
that the end of the wick which is on the 
bottom of the lamp looks dark. This is 
because the paraffine and sediment in the 
cil have lodged there. Grocers and other 
cil dealers ought to clean out their bar- 
rels occasionally because some dregs are

bound to get in the barrel You find the 
Same thing in a pitcher of water, or even 
in a bottle of milk. A case was brought 
to our attention today by a merchant 
He stated that one of his lamps burned 
poorly while another gave a satisfactory 
light. He knew that the oll used in both 
lamps came from the same barrel and the 
trouble therefore was not with the oil. 

“The higher the grade of the oil, the 
greater draft is required to make it burn. 
Take the mineral seal, for example, which 
is used in the locomotive headlights. it 
would not fiash under 250 cr maybe 300 
degrees. It makes a beautiful light and 
has high illuminating power as we see it 
burning cn the frent of an engine. But 
if we put that oil in an ordinary lamp it 
will give scarcely any light because there 
is not enough draft to make the oll feed 
properly. We have nad some 1)0-degree 
oll in certain parts of the state recently, 
and it does not give as much light in a 
cheap lamp as 10-degree oil. Put it ina 
large lamp, however, with plenty of oraft, 
and it burns freely and gives a flood of 
light, if the wick and burner are in good 
condition. 

‘‘Lamps ought to be cleaned every day. 
I know the usual instructions are not to 
cut the wick, but to remove the charred 
edge with a rag or by running a finger 
across it. The better practice, though, 
is to trim the charred edge off with scis- 
sors, if it is done evenly. Servonts are apt 
to be careless in attending to the lamps, 
and they have to be watched. If your 
lamp is not giving satisfactory light have 
the servant clean the burner thoroughly, 
use a good wick, and you will find the 
greatest difference. Wicks are very cheap 
and it is no economy to buy poor ones in 
order to save half a cent on one. Whet 
sediment appearg,in the bottom vf a lanip 
pour out the oil *‘and throw the rediment 
awey. The oil enters the wick from the 
lower end, and it is there that the clog- 
ging begins. If that end becomes chuoke:l 
the light will be poor. And it follows that 
it is bad practice to pin two pieces of 
wick or a piece of wick and a piece of 
cloth together, as is often done.”

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HOUSTON BILL FAVORED. 


Committee Will Recommend Creation 
of Labor Bureau—Child Labor 
Bills Up Friday. 

The house committee on labor and labor 
statistics met yesterday afternoon and de- 
cided to report favorably on the Houston 
bill to provide for a bureau of labor and 
industrial statistics and a deputy commis- 
sioner of labor in connection with the de- 
partment of agriculture. The author of 
the bill is Representative C. C. Houston, 
of Fulton.

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CHURCH WILL OPEN 
A COLLEGE ON 
THE IST. 


Congregatienalists Buy Land for Theo- 
logical Institution. 


DEAL CLOSED YESTERDAY 


Rev. J. E. Kirbye Will Be at Head of 
School — Thirty-three Students 
Will Enter College As Soon 
As it Is Opened for 
the Term. 


The Congregationalists of Atlanta yes- 
terday closed a deal for nine acres of 
land on. Sherman Heights and an insti- 
tution for the education of theological 
etudents will be opened there on Novem- 
ber 1. 

Such a college has been in contempla- 
tion by the Congregationalists for some 
time and an increase in the educational 
work in the south was urged-in the an- 
nual report of the church body. 

The location purchased for the college 
is an excellent one and contains a large 
brick building which will be used until 
the attendance warrants the erection of 
an additional” building. The Berean 
branch of the college, which was estab- 
lished September 1 and which is located 
on Berean avenue, will be removed to 
the new location. 

The institution is now in course of in- 
corporation and will be directed by a 
board of five trustees to be appointed in 
the future. The president is Rev. J. Ed- 
ward Kirbye, formerly pastor of the old- 
est Congregational church in Charleston, 
8S C., who resigned the pastorate of that 
church to take charge of the school. He 
is a prominent educator and the institu- 
tion is expected to prosper under his 
direction. There are already thirty-three 
students, not all of them resident, who 
are receiving instruction from the fac- 
ulty. 

There will be a number of courses— 
one for residents, which will be a full 
theological course, with degrees; an Eng- 
lish course, with diplomas; a correspond- 
ents’ course for ministers who are at 
present at work in the church and are 
urable to attend the college in person, 
ana a preparatory course. 

The new institution will be supported 
by a fund set aside by the Congrega- 
ticnal church for just such work and by 
subscriptions from churehes throughout 
the United States. Those at the head of 
the educational movement are enthusias- 
tic over the work and feel certain of 
strong financial and moral support. The 
students in the college will be composed 
principally of young men who intend en- 
tering the university of the Congrega- 
tional church.

New York, October 29.—The cotton 
opened weak with prices 4 to 8 points lower. 
and during the rest of the forenoon displayed 
a disposition to respond readily to anything 
in the shape of bear news to the exclusion of 
all influences of the opposite character. As 
compared with 7.65 last night, January soll 
off to 7.52. with other months down in ac- 
cordance. The room, made courageous by 
svecess on the bear side during the past few 
days, sold without reserve. They were justi- 
fied to some extent by very weak cables, gn 
enormous movement of cotton to the ports 
and by continued fine crop weather over the 
entire belt. Free offerings of spot cotton in 
southern markets, with a falling off in de- 
mand from American spinners, added to the 
heaviness of the market.

The upward reaction was achieved also 
on a considerably smaller volume of business, 
There was an expectation this morning among 
the small speculators, at least, that formal 
announcement might be made during the day 
of an adjustment of the Northern Pacific dif- 
ficulty. This expectation was again disap- 
pointed. Competent observers of the situation 
believed that this may be a daily incident for 
some time to come, as consultations on this 
subject are constantly held, but with much 
remaining to be agreed upon.

RETURNS TO HER WORK 


Will Resume Agitation of Legislation for 
Child Labor in South. 


COLONEL HEMPHILL TO 
MARRY MRS. WILCOX 


Entertainments Incident to the Grand 
Opera Engage the Social World. 
News and Gosstp of Atlan- 
ta Society. 


Mrs. Irene M. Ashby-Macfadyen arrived 
in the city Monday evening, and met yes- 


terday with a number of her friends at 
the residence of Rev. C. B. Wilmer. It 
will be noticed that this clever little Eng- 
lish woman, who first came to Atlanta 
jlast winter in the interest of legislation 
for child labor in the south, has added 
to her former pretty name—‘Irene M. 
Ashby'’—that of ‘‘Macfadyen,’’ and there- 
by hangs a romantic story—one in which 
ber friends here are most interested. 
Last winter when the matter of child 


labor was being agitated throughout the 
south a little English woman appeared 
in the southern states, and as a student 
of sociology lectured on the subject from 
a humanitarian standpoint. She was in- 
dorsed by the National Federation of La- 
bor, being a personal friend of the na- 
tional president, Mr. Gompers, but her 
first lectures in Alabama, and her evident 
scientific knowledge of the subject in 
which she is so interested not only drew 
to her those interested in labor questions 
ss such, but a large element of the most 
conservative people in Alabama. She 
caught the ear of those especially who 
were interested in the educational devel- 
opment of the state, and in a very short 
time she inspired the organization in Ala- 
bama of a central committee to work di- 
rectly in the interest of the proper legis- 
lation in Alabama regulating child labor. 

From Alabama Mrs. Macfadyen (then 
Miss Ashby) came to Atlanta, and in sev- 
eral informal conferences here exerted a 
‘sew interest in the child labor question 
as it relates to Georgia. Ske drew to her 
following a number of the most conserva- 
tive people in the city, who are working 
in the interest of the proposed legisla- 
tion from purely humanitarian motives, 
and inspired the organization of Geor- 
gia’s central committee. 

At this point she signified her intention 
of leaving America for her native Eng- 
land. 

“But why leave us just as the work in 
which you are so interested is about to 
begin?’’ was the question urged upon her. 

Then was the story told wnich had its 
sweet consummation when Miss Ashby 
not long since became Mrs. Mactadyen. 

“IT have a sweetheart in Africa,’ she 
simply stated to her Georgia friends, con- 
vincing them she had good reason for tem- 
porarily leaving her work. ‘‘And I am 
going hame to England, where he is to 
‘meet me and we are to pe married. It 
may be that he cannot obtain leave of ab- 
sence from his post, in which case I have 
promised to go to South Africa and meet 
him and marry him there.’”’ 

But she did not go to South Africa, for 
shortly after her return to England Mr. 
Alfred N..Mcfadyen, secretary to the 
British prime minister in Cape Town, and 
officer in the Cape Town Highlanders, ar- 
tived in England on “sick leave’ and 
claimed his bride. Their marriage occur- 
red September 26 in the little village of St. 
Ives, Huntingshire, England, one histor- 
ical because of its associations with the 
life of Cromwell. 

‘‘The civil ceremony,’’ Mrs. Macfadyen 
explained yesterday, ‘‘was performed in 
the registrar's office in St. Ives, this of- 
fice recently celebrated in a painting by 
Sadler as being the ‘registrar’ where the 
first civil marriage ceremony in England 
took place in 1836.”’ 

After the civil ceremony was performed 
there was a religious one performed in 
London four hours later, when the fami- 
lies. of both parties were present, and the 
service was led by Rev. Dougald 
fadyen, the groom's brother and one of 
the most celebgited young clergymen in 
London. 

Almost immediately after their mar- 
riage Mr. and Mrs. Macfadyen sailed for 
this country, where she will be indefinite- 
ly, and where he will remain till Decem- 
ber, when his leave of absence will ex- 
pire and he returns to his post of duty 
in Africa. 

“But will he not <cpject to your remein- 
ing behind?” was quizzically asked Mrs. 
Macfadyen by an Atlanta friend. 

“That was one of the conditions of our 
marriage.’ she replied, ‘“‘that it was not 
to interfere with my chosen work in 
America. I told him I believed my duty 
still called me here, and he so far has 
acquiesced. 

“But it was right hard when I had 


to leave him in Washington the other 
night,’’ mused the little bride, almost 
plaintively, ‘‘but he will join me in a 


few days in Alabama, and when Decem- 
ber comes I vill have to maké up my 
mind to the separation.”” At the moment 
Mrs. Macfadyen locked firm and deter-+ 
mined, and as she brought down her lit- 
tle fist cn the table to emphasize the 
great work along eccnomic lines that pre- 
sents itself in the south her eyes were 
brimful of tears, and everybody here is 
just waiting to see and congratulate Mr.

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BRIGHT SUCCESS SCORED 
BY GRAND OPERA SINGERS 


By LOUISE DOOLY. 

The engagement of the Grau grand 
opera company begun so auspiciously 
Monday night with a magnificent pro- 
duction of “Lohengrin” was completed 
with beautiful performances of lighter 
opera yésterday afternoon and evening. 

“The Barber of Seville’ last night 
attracted andther brilliant audience, like 
that of the first night, and even more 
enthusiastic than on the occasion of the 
Wagnerian music, much gs the latter was 
enjoyed. The theater was well filled, 
too, for the matinee performance of 
“Romeo and Jullet,’”’ and for a matinee 
audience there was unusual cordiality. 

Rossini’s opera was sung last night with 
a snap and brilliancy and an apparent 
enjoyment on the part of the cast that 
kept people interested in every note of 
the music and every word and gesture 
in the acting. 
only to do well, but to surpass them- 
selves, their work appearing not studied 
but spontaneous and beautiful with it all. 

Mme. Sembrich was given such an 
ovation as an Atlanta audience accords 
scarcely once in several seasons. Storms 
of applause followed her every effort, 
notably the familiar cavatina ‘‘Una voce 
poco fa,’’ and she was obliged to bow 
again and again in acknowledgment. It 
was after the rondeau in the singing les- 
son scene, though, that the audience sig- 
nified its completest satisfaction with 
cries of ‘‘bravo’’ and insistent recalls, two 
of which she answered. For one encore 
she sung “Ah non giunge,’”’ from ‘“Som- 
nambula,”’ and in the other she played 
her own accompaniment. 

Her voice is a lyric soprano of the most 
beautiful quality and cultivation. Its 
training has perfected every tone, each 
register of equal purity and evenness 
of tone quality. The runs and staccatos 
and trills in which Rossini delighted es- 
pecially for his sopranos, Mme. Sembrich 
sang with ease and delicacy and appar- 
ent spontaneity whatever their range, 
high or low. Her. singing is of the high- 
est art and with it she combines a stage 
manner that is irresistible. Her supreme 
coquetry and archness had the sympa- 
thy of her audience, even when she was 
not singing. 

Rossini’s rather tmusical assignment of 
the leading male role to a barytone is a 
most fortunate fact that when Campanari 
takes the part. The wealth of tone 
color that Campanari’s voice containg is 
probably the chief reason for interest in 
his singing. Rich and mellow and flex- 
ible, it is aided in its winning effect by 
his graceful work as an actor. While he 
is on the stage the principal attention of

the audience is constantly drawn to him 
—to the man and to his voice. 

Mr. Tavecchia as a comedian was a 
prominent figure in the production. Mr. 
Salignac, the tenor, was most acceptable, 
his voice being not robust, but strong 
enough and pleasing. 


In the performance of “Romeo and Ju- 
liet’” there were two women whose work 
was anticipated with curiosity, as well 
as pleasure, and ‘prtennin with critical at- 
tention. 

Sybil Sanderson, an American who has 
not been heard in this country since her 
remarkable successes in Europe until the 
present tour, was the star of the per- 
formance and she was well received. Her 
voice is a lyric soprano of agreeable 
quality and its culture of the happiest 
type. Itis by no means robust, but lasts 
bravely and well, even through a long 
opera like that of Gounod’s. Miss San- 
derson’s best work was done, indeed, 
during the last act, although her opening 
song was rendered with a dainty touch, 
if it may be so expressed, and delight- 
fully. She has a graceful stage presence 
and her beauty belongs rather to a for- 
eign type that is unusual and interest- 
ing. 

Miss Bridewell's singing,too, was heard 
with eagerness, because she is a south- 
ern woman, in fact, her native state 
is our rext door neighbor, Alabama. Her 
opportunity was small, but she embraced 
it most pleasingly. Mellowness and 
breadth of tone and confidence in sing- 
ing are notable features of her work and 
indicate a more than possible success. 

M. Journet as Frere Laurent and M. 
Gilibert as Capulet were the successes 
among the men, and Mercutio as sung 
by Declery was satisfactory, especially 
in his song anent Queen Mab. 

M. Gibert’s Romeo was hampered in 
its success by the fact that he, for some 
reason, departed from the pitch several 
times, but in the singing of the death 
scene he redeemed himself. 

The work of the orchestra and chorus 
in this tuneful opera is considerable and 
beautiful, much close harmony and clear- 
ly defined melody making it generally ap- 
pealing. Under the direction of Seppilli, 
the-orchestra was a prominent factor in 
the opera’s success and brilMancy.

Again it looks as though the Barnesville 
dispensary is guing to be the topic of 
some interesting’ discussion in the general 
assembly and the basis for some lively 
fighting between some of the citizens of 
that place. 

Last year the general assermbly ‘was 
called upon to enact a law legalizing this 
dispensary, taking the institution out of 
politics and piacing it in the hands of a 
commission of three citizens in no wise 
connected with municipal affairs. 

it will be recalled that just before the 
appointment of these commissioners by 
the judge of the superior court, Judge E. 
J. Reagan, he was approached by the 
mayor and council of Barnesville and 
asked by them to name certain men for 
the commission. Their request, however, 
was not regarded, and three entirely dif- 
ferent personages were appointed, they 
being A. A. Murphey, leader of the prohi- 
bition element in Barnesville; J. F. Red- 
ding, ex-senator from the twenty-second 
district and an anti-prohibitionist, and W. 
C. Jordan. The latter, however, resigned 
from the commission and Z. T. Evans, a 
former keeper of the dispensary, was ap- 
pointed in his place, 

The dispensary bill stipulated that the 
mayor and council should name the sal- 
ary of each commissioner, $25 per annum 
being stated as the minimum. When the 
municipal body of Barnesville took action 
in this regard it named the minimum 
amount as salary. This action occasioned 
considerable surprise, as it was regarded 
as @ retaliatory measure the city fathera 
had adopted to slap the other side in the 
face after being beaten at the game. 

This year, it was stated yesterday by a 
Barnesville man who was in the city, each 
side will have’ its amendments and 
changes to the bill to offer. In the first 
place, he said, there will be a request 
that the general assembly fix the amount 
of the commissioners’ salaries, making 
the remuneration adequate to the work. 
On the other side, it will be asked, he said 
that the bill be changed so that the ¢om- 
missioners will be selected by the people 
instead of appointed by the superior court 
judge, and also that the restriction as to 
the amount, of'liquor one person may pur- 
chase in a sing'e day be removed and 
anyone be allowed if he chooses to buy
